ther amended  to  read  as  follows:  - 

§  1400.8  Delegation  of  authority  to  ra- 
tion sugar — i a)  Definitions.  '1)  "Sugar" 
means  I  i  I  any  grade  or  type  of  saccharine 
product  derived  from  sugarcane  or  sugar 
beets,  which  is  principally  of  crystalline 
structure  and  which  contains  sucrose, 
dextrose  or  levulose;  or  (ii)  liquid  sugar 
as  herein  denned. 

<2>  "Liquid  sugar"  means: 

(i>  Any  sirup  of  cane  juice,  produced 
from  sugarcane  grown  in  the  continental 
United  States,  which  contains  less  sol- 
uble nonsugar  solids  (exclusive  of  any 
foreign  substances  that  may  have  been 
added  or  developed  in  the  product  I 
than  4.5  percent  of  the  total  soluble  sol- 
ids; or 

i  ii  i  Any  other  grade  or  type  of  sacchar- 
ine product  derived  from  sugarcane  or 
=ugar  beets,  which  is  principally  of  non- 


crystalline structure  and  which  contains 
less  soluble  nonsugar  solids  (exclusive 
of  any  foreign  substances  that  may  have 
been  added  or  developed  in  the  product) 
than  6  percent  of  the  total  soluble  solids: 
or 

<iii)  Any  grade  or  type  of  saccharine 
product  derived  from  sugarcane  or  sugar 
beets,  which  is  principally  of  non-crystal- 
line structure  and  regardless  of  the  per- 
centage amount  of  non-sugar  solids,  con- 
tains soluble  non-sugar  solids  (exclusive 
of  any  foreign  substances  that  may  have 
been  added  or  developed  in  the  product) 
consisting  of  less  than  20  percent  sul- 
phated  ash. 

(3)  "Imported  product"  means  any 
product  which  is  manufactured  outside 
of  the  48  States  or  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia and  brought  into  any  of  the  48  States 
or  the  District  of  Columbia. 

(b>  Delegation  of  authority  to  ration 
sugar.  Sugar,  as  such,  and  sugar  con- 
tained in  any  imported  product  or  in  any 
ingredient  of  such  product,  are  hereby 
declared  to  be  rationed  foods  within  the 
meaning  and  for  the  purposes  of  War 
Food  Order  No.  56  (8  F.R.  2005:  9  F.R. 
4319;  10  F.R.  103,  7383).    The  Office  of 
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Price  Administration  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  exercise  all  the  powers  delegated 
to  it  under  the  said  War  Food  Order  No. 
56.  subject  to  the  terms  and  conditions 
thereof,  with  respect  to  all  sugar,  as  such, 
and  with  respect  to  all  sugar  contained 
in  any  imported  product  or  in  any  in- 
gredient of  such  product. 

This  amendment  shall  become  effective 
at  12:01  a.  m.,  e.  s.  t..  August  22.  1946. 
With  respect  to  any  action  taken  by  the 
Office  of  Price  Administration,  or  with 
respect  to  any  violations,  rights  accrued, 
liabilities  incurred  or  appeals  taken,  prior 
to  said  date,  under  War  Food  Order  No 
64.  as  amended,  or  under  War  Food 
Order  No.  56.  as  amended,  all  provisions 
of  said  orders  shall  be  deemed  to  remain 
in  full  force  for  the  purpose  of  sustaining 
any  proper  suit  or  other  proceeding  with 
respect  to  any  such  action,  violation, 
right,  liability  or  appeal.

United  States  Department  of  Agriculture 
Summary  to  WFO-64  Am.  1 

The  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture announced  today  that  under 
amendment  to  War  Food  Order  64  effec- 
tive Aujust  22,  1946,  the  definition  of 
liquid  sugar  has  been  changed  to  read 
as  follows: 

"(2)   Liquid  sugar'  means: 

"(i»  Any  sirup  of  cane  juice,  produced 
from  sugarcane  grown  in  the  continental 
United  States,  which  contains  less  soluble 
nonsugar  solids  (exclusive  of  any  foreign 
substances  that  may  have  been  added  or 


developed  in  the  product)  than  4  5  per- 
cent of  the  total  soluble  solids;  or 

"(ii)  Any  other  grade  or  type  of  sac- 
charine product  derived  from  sugarcane 
or  sugar  beets,  which  is  principally  of 
noncrystalline  structure  and  which  con- 
tains less  soluble  nonsugar  solids  'exclu- 
sive of  any  foreign  substances  that  may 
have  been  added  or  developed  in  the 
product  >  than  6  percent  of  the  total  sol- 
uble solids;  or 

"(iii)  Any  grade  or  type  of  saccharine 
product  derived  from  sugarcane  or  su;ar 
beets,  which  is  principally  of  noncrystal- 
line structure,  and,  regardless  of  the  per- 


centage amount  of  nonsugar  solids,  con- 
tains soluble  nonsugar  solids  (exclusive 
of  any  foreign  substances  that  may  have 
been  added  or  developed  in  the  product  I 
consisting  of  less  than  20  percent  sul- 
phated  ash. 

This  amendment  clarifies  and  tightens 
the  prior  definition  of  liquid  sugar  and 
is  designed  to  prevent  diversions  of  sugar 
and  sugarcane  into  the  manufacture  of 
nonrationed  sweetening  agents.  It  is  es- 
timated that  a  minimum  of  27.000.000 
pounds,  sugar  equivalent,  disappeared 
into  nonrationed  channels  last  year  be- 
cause of  such  diversions. 
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
